Ratify changes in work and accept completed contract work for Project ID No. WWD4004015 - 
Avenue J-4 and 15th Street West Booster Pump Station, to replace an aging booster pump station, 
in the City of Lancaster, performed by Socal Pacific Construction Corp., with changes amounting to a 
credit of $21,657, and a final contract amount of $1,483,600.42.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD ACTING AS THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE LOS 
ANGELES COUNTY WATERWORKS DISTRICT NO. 40, ANTELOPE VALLEY:
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The purpose of the recommended action is to obtain the County of Los Angeles Board of
Supervisors' (Board) ratification of Director of Public Works-approved changes in a public works
contract and your Board's acceptance of the work of the contract in compliance with the provisions of
the State Public Contract Code.  Included in the enclosure are project and contract data, the scope
of work changes to be ratified, and the work of the contract to be accepted.

The Director of Public Works or her designee has been authorized by your Board to order changes in
work up to $10,000 for construction contracts.  Changes to accommodate field conditions in order to
meet the intent of the plans and specifications are not subject to this monetary limitation.  Enclosed
for your ratification are changes in work, which the Director of Public Works ordered for this project.

The project has been completed, and it is recommended that your Board accept it on the date
indicated in the enclosure.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The Countywide Strategic Plan directs the provisions of Operational Effectiveness (Goal 1) and 
Community and Municipal Services (Goal 3).  Acceptance of this contract completes the work to 
improve infrastructure and enhance the quality of life in the affected communities.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

There will be no impact to the County General Fund.

The modification to the contract amount is a credit of $21,657, while the final value of the contract is
$1,483,600.42.

Ratification of the changes in work and acceptance of the work of this contract by your Board is in
compliance with the acceptance and prompt payment provisions of the State Public Contract Code.

Sufficient funds are available in the Board-approved appropriations for this project to cover the cost
of the changes and the final value of the contract.  A detailed cost breakdown for the changes,
together with a contract cost summary, is included in the enclosure.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

This contract, for the construction of public works improvements, was awarded by your Board to a 
responsible contractor with the lowest responsive bid in accordance with the State Public Contract 
Code, your Board's directives, and as recommended by the Director of Public Works or her 
designee.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The changes in the work as described above and in the enclosure are within the limits of the Board-
approved projects and do not change any conditions which resulted in the original environmental 
findings.
